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Life of helping recorded in

WADE — “Brother Bill” Bar- 
ton; as people have known him 


for more than half a century,. 


has a reputation for pulling lives 
out of the gutter. Now, he has 
become a published author. 

His new book, “Stay on the 


Wall,” is filled with his experi- | 


ences and sermons from 55 
years in the ministry. “My wife, 
Jean, encouraged me for years 
to put together my sermons 
that are filled with people expe- 
riences of a lifetime,” said Bar- 
ton, 78, pastor of Wade Baptist 
Church. 

The church-on Mississippi 63 
in north Jackson County will 
hold Bill and Jean Barton Day 
on Sunday to mark his 10th 
anniversary as pastor. Under 
his leadership, membership has 
grown by 1,000 to become one 
of the state’s fastest-growing 
Southern Baptist churches. 

Barton is also remembered 
as founder. of the Home of 
Grace on Bluff Creek near Van- 
cleave. There is also The Haven 
for women and their children, 
‘and Noah’s Ark for 
children, both in 
Gautier. This ministry, 
for people with alcohol 
and drug addiction 
problems, has reached 
some 40,000. Barton 
retired as executive 
‘director at the home 
in 1989, when his son, 
Billy, became director. 
The elder Barton is 
still a home supporter and 
‘participant. 

“I have a feeling for people 
who have . troubles,” Barton 
said. 

He knows about trouble. 

“Baby Bill” was born in 1924 
in Henry County, Ala., and suf 
fered a harelip and cleft palate. 
The doctor who assisted in the 
birth told his parents their new- 
born would mostly likely die in 
a few days because his cleft pal- 


ate would prevent him from - 


sucking, But his mother, Addie, 
used an eye dropper to feed 
him milk. 

“As a child growing up, my 
speech impediment was a big 
thing,” he recalled. “I carried 

‘ my name around in my pocket 
until I was in junior high so I 
could show people who I was. 
My teachers and classmates 
couldn’t understand me.” 

Over the years he had 19 
operations, most of them before 
he entered school. 

“I lived in a shell,” he said. 
“Students laughed at me, intimi- 
dated and mocked me. I wore a 
baseball cap with the bill pulled

down so people couldn’t see my 
face.” 

At 14, he changed 
his attitude. 

“I was in a charity 
ward in a Selma hospi- 
tal with 12 other per- 
sons, and all 12 were 
worse off than I was. 
Some couldn't walk 

- and would never walk. 
I left about 80 percent 
of my self-pity at that 

hospital. I guess I hung on to 
the other 20 percent.” 
Weighing only 110 pounds,

ond base in baseball and settled 
for manager in basketball. 


Mom read about college 


His mom read about a college 
in Georgia, Toccoa Falls Bible 
College, where you could work 
your way through. From 1944 
to 1948, he got a college educa- 
tion, gained self-confidence and 
a wife, marrying Jean Lester on 
graduation day. 

“A man came to interview stu- 
dents to serve as missionaries 
and I applied,” Barton said. “He 
asked me what I had done 
before, and I told him I was a 
millwright. ‘God can use mill 
wrights,’ the man said. ‘Think 
about it because no church is 
going to call a man who can’t 
get his tongue in his palate. You 
can’t even talk.’ 

“I was 24 then, and I went to 
my room in the dormitory and 
cried,” he said. “But I heard the 
Lord say, ‘Don’t worry. Stay on 
my team.’ “ ; 


Barton had trouble finding 
his first church, but not later 
ones. In addition to pastorates 
in Alabama and Mississippi, he 
has been interim pastor at 32 
churches. 

“At first, I tried for some 
churches in Mobile and I was 
rejected,” he said. “I held a 
prayer meeting in a home and 
there were five adults and 
seven children who asked if I 
would be their pastor. I said yes 
right there.” , : 

It was the start of an excep- 
tional ministry. He pastored 
churches in Mobile and came 


to Jackson Avenue Baptist in’ 


Pascagoula in 1959. - 

His father had a drinking 
problem, which motivated Bar- 
ton’s deep concern for alcohol- 
ics. When he started the Home 
of Grace in 1965, he moved his 
wife and five children (the Bar- 
tons have four grown sons; a 
daughter, Melody, was killed in 
a traffic accident) to a home 
next to cottages of men who 
earlier had been dead drunk. 

The first man to come to the 
Home of Grace had been found 
living under the Pascagoula 
River bridge. “He was a former 
schoolteacher,” Barton said. “I 
picked him.up in front of the El 
Dorado Bar in Pascagoula.” -
